Vienna. — Officially repudiated by 


both Hungary and Austria, the form- 
er Emperor Carl was on his way back 
to Switzerland Saturday, his dream of 
a return to the Hapsburg throne de- 
finitely ended. 


Within the short space of 24 hours 


his status had changed from a po- 
tential king to that of a courtless 
jester. 


tinder a Spanish safe conduct and 


in virtual custody of two British 
army officers, Carl left Steinamanger 
for the Swiss border Friday in a spec- 
ial train. Elaborate preparations were 
made to guard the train as it passed 
through this and other Austrian cities. 


The Austrian parliament, by an un- 


animous vote, declared in favor of 
continuation of the republic as against 
restoration of the Hapsburg dynasty. 


The former emperor still considers 


himself king of Hungary and intimat- 
ed before his departure that he might 
make another attempt to regain the 
Hapsburg throne. 


This information was contained in 


a dispatch received Saturday 
from 


Steinamanger where Carl made his 
headquarters during his 
attempted 


coup. 
The dispatch stated that just before 


Carl departed from Steinamanger be 
wrote a letter, explaining he was con- 
vinced his country's interests demand- 
ed his departure, but that he still 
considered himself the legitimate mon- 
arch. 


May Try Again 


Carl, it was said, reserved the right 


to remount the throne later, appoint- 
ing Admiral Horthy, the present re- 
gent, as his chief lieutenant "during 
the interval." 


The former emperor wished to issue 


a proclamation to the Hungarian peo- 
ple but was prevented by the author- 
ities. 
Dispatches from 
Budapest stated 


that the Hungarian national assem- 
bly enthusiastically adopted a resolu- 
tion expressing confidence in tho gov- 
ernment of the 
regent. Admiral 


Horthy, and declaring the return of 
Carl would constitute a great national 
danger. 
The Hungarian government was re- 


jwrted to have promised to grant am- 
nesty to all persons in any way con 
nected with Carl's attempted coup. 


Sec French Influence 


Paris—Former Emperor Carl's at- 


tempt to regain the Hapsburg throne 
resulted; from the assurance by cer- 
tain French elements that ho would 
receive the support of the French 
government, the newspaper I/Infor- 
inaAion declared Saturday. 


The Petit Parisien deplored the fact 


that France's name had been drawn 
into the pool and expressed regret 
that "there are certain influences in 


-. France which have been flirting with 
the Hapsburgs." 


According to the Journal, Carl timed 


h!s coup prematurely and might have 
succeeded had he waited a few weeks. 


The Matin was relieved at the fail- 


ure of the plot, but said it feared an- 
other attempt would be made later. 


Swiss Take Him Back 


Geneva—The Swiss federal council 


has decided provisionally to permit 


- former Emperor Carl to return to 


this country. 


Among the promises which will be 


exacted from Carl will be to abstain 
from all political propaganda and not 
leave Switzerland again without form 
al notice.

Washington—Rene Viviani, former 


premier of France, had a private con- 
erence with Senator Lodge, Republi- 
can leader, at the latter's residence, 
t was in itself an informal chat on 
oreign'policies, unofficial in one sense 
and official in another. It marked a 
change from past policies and a rec 
ognition of the importance of the 
if 
the 
United States 
Senate in 


oreign relations. Hitherto an offi 
dal envoy as well as all other am- 
iassadors or 
ministers have dealt 


alone with the executive branch of 
ur government. The experience at 
'aris when the allied governments ne- 
;otiated with President Wilson only 
o find that the American Senate un- 
der the constitution was a co-ordinate 
actor in treaty-making has taught the 
Prench a valuable lesson. They are 
now as anxious to make plain the facts 
of the European case to members of 
the senate as they arc to the ex 
icutive. 


If Mr. Wilson were president, nego 


iations between foreign diplomats and 
members of the Senate would have 
>een resented as an encroachment on 
he prerogatives of the executive. But 
while President Harding is charged 
with the responsibility of conducting 
he foreign, relations of tho United 
States, he himself was so recently a 
member of the Senate that he does 
not object to a line of informal com- 
munication being established between 
the Senate and foreign governments. 


The former premier of France re- 


alizes the difficulty of his task and the 
ttelicacy which he must show'-in hand- 
ing the situation here. Some idea of 
the gravity of the job ahead of him 
was given- by the former premier in a 
talk with the writer today. Mr. Vivi- 
ani is not trying to force anything 
upon the American government. He 
isn't trying: to obtain tho cancellation 
of the French debt as has been er- 
roneously reported. He isn't trying to 
set forth a program or set of "reserva- 
tions or conditions upon which Amer- 
ca would be welcomed into the League 
of Nations. He is merely attempting 
to bring about a favorable atmosphere 
in which the facts about Euroiie can 
be examined without the passion of 
partisan politics or tho intrusion of 
personalities. In a nutshell, he is en- 
deavoring to lift the questions of for- 
eign policy which mean life and death 
to France out of the mire of partisan- 
ship into which they sank in the two 
years after the war and bring the -prob- 
lems back into tho realm of friendship 
and good 
feeling which prompted 


America to come to the aid of France 
in 1917. 
The former premier is himself stu- 


diously avoiding any appearance of 
partisanship. Whilo in Washington 
for instance, he calls on former Presi- 
dent Wilson the same day as he talks 
with Senator Lodge. But what he is 
hoping to accomplish after all is an 
entente between France and the Har- 
ding administration as a -whole. Mr. 
Viviani does not speak English but 
has with him some good interpreters. 
Ho is a legislator of experience ajid a 
splendid lawyer and negotiator. Twice 
he has been premier of France anc 
he is considered more moderate in 
his views on what should be done to 
make Germany behave than are most 
French statesmen today-

OXALIC ACID FOOD FALLACIES 


Nearly every fair to middling good doctor -who sets 


up as an authority, or, blushing slightly though not 
painfully, let me say rather a teacher of hygiene 
! and personal health, goes daffy on something or 
other. With me it is the catching cold superstition, 
they tell me: I am quite rabid on that subject. But 
I may say that, just as I am insane about the com- 
municable character of the respiratory infections 
•which well known (and politically well heeled) health 
officers regularly declare are caused by low necks, 
thin stockings and zepherous garments; so Dr. Dick 
seems to have flown off the handle on the subject of 
sugar for children or even for adults; and likewise 
Dr. Harry is a little queer on the subject of a vege- 
tarian diet and the subject of oxalic acid in food. 


Oxalic acid is a rank poison. That's proposition 


Xo. 1. and there can be no debate about it. 


Iodine is a rank poison. Tet -we eat many things 


that contain iodine, and not only without injury but 
with real benefit to health.

Tet none of these foods 
should be avoided by ordinary individuals. 


Oxalic acid is eliminated in the urine of a normal 


adult m the daily amount of 0.001 to 0.002 grams. 
If the normal acidity of the urine is diminished, the 
oxalic acid (as calcium oxalate crystals) may not 
be kept in solution, and this is sometimes a factor 
of stone formation in the kidney or bladder. There 
is also a state of ill health associated with the pres- 
ence of oxalate crystals in the urine, of which the 
characteristics are dyspepsia, irritability, depression 
of spirits, lassitude and sometimes hypochondria, all 
of which may disappear within a few days if the 
patient is kept on an oxalic-free diet and given suit- 
able medicines to favor solution of oxalic acid or cal- 
cium oxalate in the urine.

The Income Tax 


Economic 
society 
has 
passed 


through many 
changes." Man flrst 


gained his livelihood by hunting and 
fishing, then by herding, then by agri- 
culture, then by manufacturing 
and 


finally commercial 
activities became 


the dominant, form of business under- 
taking. 
A system, of taxation which 


is quite just in one period frequently 
proves very unjust in another. for 
example, when men owned equal 
amounts of property 
and 
received 


equal amounts of income, a poll tax 
was fairly just. But when the hold- 
ings became unequal, as they did, a 
poll tax proved very unjust. Later, a 
real estate tax was levied. As men 
added personal properties 
to 
their 


real estate holdings 
then the 
real 


estate tax became unjust. An attempt 
to correct the evil was made bv in- 
cluding the personal property with the 
real estate for purposes of taxation. 


Finally about 1760 the great Indus- 


trial Revolution began in England. A 
series of inventions in the woolen and 
cotton industries and the invention of 
the steam engine revolutionized first 
the industrial system of Great Britain 
and gradually that 
of the civilized 


world. Again, justice made is neces- 
sary to change the tax system. With 
the establishment of great factories 
large quantities 
of capital became 


necessary. 
To furnish this mtch 


needed capital the corporate form of 
business organization became common. 
Stocks and bonds appeared as a new 
form of property. These have very 
generally escaped taxation. Then, too, 
with the establishment- of the modern 
factory system the salary and wage 
earning class increased greatly. The 
members of this class held little or no 
property and so paid no tax, or if they 
did, the amount was frequently out of 
all proportion to their known ability 
to pay. 
Some means must b« devised 


to compel these now classes of citizens 
to pay their just share Of the expenses 
of the government. An extension of 
the general property tax could not ac- 
complish the purpose. It ha« been re- 
markably unsuccessful 
in reaching 


stocks, bends and other evidences of 
debt. In some of «ur leading cities as 
high as ninety-eight per cent of »uch 
property ha**escaped taxation. As a 
means of reaching the salary and 
wag* earning class the general prop- 
erty tax breaks down completely. 


The new means for measuring tax- 


paying ability was first worked 
out 


•and applied in England, the home of 
the modern industrial movement. In 
1798, a tax was apportioned among 
the citizens based upon the amount of- 
net Income annually received by each. 
As the Industrial Revolution spread 
over the world the. income tax followed 
in Its wake. 


We wiployed a "faculty" tax even 


in colonial days. 
But we did not be- 


gin the uae of the income tax proper 
until about 1J40. Prior to the adoption 
of th* Wisconsin Income tax law In 
1911 
the 
Federal government had 


twice enacted a law and sixteen of 
the states had more or less 
unfor- 


tunate, experience with such a tax. 
In no instance had the tax been a suc- 
cess. 
This conclusion was reached 


after th« author of these articles had 
made a thorough study of our Ameri- 
can experience.

failure are att forth in a monograph 


entitled "The Income Tax In 
the 


Commonwealths of tb« United States." 
.published by The American Economic 
Association (1903) and in the- Harvard 
Quarterly Journal of Economics for 
February (1909). 


All this is to emphasis* tl» fact that 


Wisconsin was facing a big task when 
she sought to enact a successful in 
come -tax law. 
Nevertheless the fan- 


possible was accomplished and th« law 
baa proven such a success that it har, 
not only become a permanent part of 
our tax system bot it has been copied 
by a number of other states. Besides 
attaining greater justice in the!" dis- 
tribution of tax. burdens, the law has 
become" the source of a great deal of 
revenue, amounting 
to several mil- 


lions of dollars annually. 


In a brief space it is impossible to 


explain the details of the law, only 
the- essential facts can be given- 


The law accepts the principie that, 


the citizens should contribute to th'1 
support of the state in proportion to 
their ability. But it aastimes that tho 
most just measure of ability is net in- 
come. 
The law provides for a'de- 


tailed statement of the gross, or total 
annual income received by individnals 
and corporations. 
Then provision is 


made for a detailed statement of the 
expenses incurred in the acquisition 
of this income. The gross Income 
minus the expenses gives the^net in- 
come. Then single persons are al 
lowed $800 and married persons J1200 
for necessary living expense*. Two 
hundred dollars ia also allowed for 
eacii child under eighteen year* of 
age.

Corporations 


are allowed no exemption. 


The rate of ta.x is progressive, that 


is it increases with the- amount of tax- 
able income.

ally increases until six per cent IP 
reached. The rate on corporations i* 
double that on individuals until six 
per cent is reached. 


For the purpose of assessing tlw in- 


the state it di- 
over forty dis- 


trict*, the boundaries following county 
lines. An Income tax assessor i* ap- 
pointed for each district by the State 
Tax Commission, the selection being 
made under civil service. This has 
proven one of the most valuable pro- 
visions of the law, contributing ma- 
terially to its successful administra- 
tion. The income of corporations is 
assessed directly by the State Tax 
Commission. 


While the tax is assessed and col- 


lected under the supervision of the 
state, the benefits are intended to be 
local. As a consequence but ten per 
cent of the returns from the tax are 
paid to the state, twenty per cent to 
the county and the balance 
to the 


town, village or city in which tb» tax 
was collected. 


This law is a distinct departure In 


the tax system of our state and its 
Importance Is likely to Increase as our 
industrial system developed.
